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Investigation is being carri .d out on th world's rapid apr ad of the 
barnacle (Eliminius modestusL al 0 k now n a th Australian barnacle, 
which first turned up in European quarter in 19 5 at hichest r, and by 
1953 had rea c h e d th German coast, spr ading rapidly to th estuarine 
system of the River Elbe and the chleswig-I olst in coast . It reached he 
islands of Helgoland and Sylt by 1955. This presumably pal:; iv pa senger 
is now common in many European coastal ar as and competes with the na ­
tive barnacle (Balanus). the acorn barnacle, but it is known to be Ie -s toler ­
ant of low water temperatures which have h ld production to a less rap i d 
rate than might have been possible, ( ecrets, April 1964.) 
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
